He hiſtory of the 7ewiſh captiuitic is ſo remark- 
| ablecthar it affordeth many obſcruations to the 
Churchof God, and is like: the Balme of Gilead 

vato feſtring wounds, or curing ſalues vnto ſore cies; 
For forthe c1mes of their humiliation they were deri- 
ded of all nations, their credir lay like water ſpile 
out ofa bowle neuer to bee gathered vp againe the 
Heathen had no word for their Temple, but downe 
wich it, downe with it, nor forthe wals ofthe City, 
burlecthem be puld torubbiſh, the crowne of the 
Pricſthood was tumblcd into the durt, and Nehemi- 
ab with the Prizces were mockcd to ſcorne, when 
they attcinpted to reedifie /ernſalem andto recouer 
their reputation. And hath it not farcd thus with 
Count Palatine, whole inveſture with his eucr memo« 
rable and hcroike 9ueenc was for the time glorious 
andthe manner acceptable, till che ſupponation of: 
his greatnes fell from him, and Pragve it ſelfe ſtoode. 
rottering in her firmneſſe, proving like an Egyptian 
' reede nor to be truſted vnro, yea the Priaces of the 
Vaton were cxanimated,. and gaue way: vato the 
vnreliftable pawer ( as ir ſeemed )) of the aducrfarie + 
then was nothing heard of but the loſſe of his crown 
and dignitic, the ſurpriſing of his Countrey and in- 
heritance, the purſuit of his encmies, the clamors of 
the Papiſts, the derifion of the 7eſuites, and Prieſts, 
the exclamation of the Biſhops, theattemprts of Sax- 
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”> a, and Baearis,with all the formidable preparation, 
bs Os [ea] the Emperox/and bouſe of Auftriacoud make 

*- + againſthim. 


But now comesthe comfort and cure, 1er»ſalem is 
reedified, the people reſtored, the Templeercfed, 
the wall builded, the Princes ſent home againe, the 
Law read, the Sacrifice exalred, the Priefthood mag- 
nified, and a worke is done ofadmiration : for the 
God of breath and ſpirits blew gentle calmes vpon 
the violent heate of their perſecutions, and lacked 
the burnings of their ontragious fires : and why may 
itnot be thus with the Palatinate ? or, if you will,thc 
King of Bohemias proceedings ? he hath hichcrto had 
Nemeſis is tergo, and accordingto the proucrbe cuc- 
ry place hath beene a Seians horſe vnto him, for in 
hope of reſtitution, anda peaccable ende, hee harh 
found no reſt, but one waue of turbujency following 
another: Spinola and his armicenterson the Weſt: 

Bavariaand his forces comes vponthe Eaſt, andthe 
whole Countrey is trampled vpon with the cruel! 
feete of his enemies: butnow Rota fortune in gyro, 
and through Gods mercy the vaile of deſpaire tsta>. 
ken away, and a new face of chearcfulnes appeares. 
Forthe Princes of Germany are aſhamed of their for= 
mer retration, and ſome Catholick Biſhops begin to 
ſuſpe&afurtherincrochmenr and _ and ſo 
promith faire to ſet vpright the floriſhing liberty of 
their Ciriez, which can not be done, exceptthe Pa- 
latine bereſtored, the warres ended, and ſtrangers 
kept from vſurping the plenty of their Country. 

As for the Biſhop of Strasburgh, brother to the. 
Emperour, Count A/anſfeild hath alreadic abated his- 
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ing away with the tri oO iling, yea, he 
hath affrighted Zeopaldus himſelfe, and T6 hos all 
his enemies into '[ownes of Garriſons, ſo that whar 
with the malignity ofthe time ofthe yeare,and wea- 
ther, and the fteare of his Grearneſle, being 30000. 
firong: here is nothing talkr of, but Treatiſes of 
pacihcationwith him,and'marrages for attonement. 
For the Biſhop of Spires Country is wholy in his 
power, except one Forr,and euery place he comes to 
cither compounderh for his friendſhip, or aſſociates 
her ſclfe vnto him: yea, he is growne {o ſtrong, and 
ſo well appointed, that there are meiſages (1 dare 
not namethem Embaſſcs)ſent vato him on all ſides, 
namely, from France, Yenice, Hage, Loraine, and per- 
aduenture England her ſelfe, ind that worthily too. 
For ifeuer Hanmmball was commended for Diſcipline, 
and good orderin his confuſed Army, confifting of 
ſo many ſeuerall Nations, this man hath augmented 
his reputation for his Martiall government one way, 
aud his noble Spirit, commixed with manſuetude, 
and commiſeration another way : ſo that his very 
encmiescan lay no imputation vpon him,more then 
amazement, what courſe this brave builtBarke will 
rake in this turbulent Ocean of defiances, when all 
the Princes of Exrope ſtand thus watching one ano= 
thers proccedings. And thas much for Count Man/- 
feild, and the King of Bohemias hopes to ſee once a- 
gainc the ſcattered limbs of Pelops gathered together 
and the broken bones of his Fortune well ſer againe, 
made firang and fironger,like broken bones indeed, 
that proue the better fortheir firſt fration,beingwell 
cured by a cunning Surgeon, Tho

ke of Branſwick,as it ſhould (ceme, is 
not dead: Forby reaſon of theBiſhop vine ae 
letters, the yonger Duke of Branſwick hath played 
che Souldier all.chis Winter, and taken in 8.org. 
Townes of the Biſhops of X{ents and Cullen, and al- 
though ſince February Count Harry Y anderbergh is 
gone vpagiinſthim, fince; he rooke Gulick, and a 
Colmell ot Banaries,and anather of Don Gonzales, be- 
ingia all 12000. foot, and 2000. Horſe, arc iikewiſc 
marched ro intercepthis forwardneſle : yer hath he 
mg fortunate in his expeditions, and kept 

is ground in deſpight of the proudeft wraſtlers. 
But we ſay here,thatthele two laſt Colonells named, 
arc rctired backe againe,as taking their firſt iourney 
vpon arumor, that there were 8000.Engliſh coming 
into the Countrey, and hoping of good paſſage by 
the Duke of Brunſwicks meanes, whom theſe Baua- 
rians meant to intercept. Butthisrumorran her ſelfe 
quickly ourof breath. For by the firſt of March, let- 
rers of credit came, that nota Drumm was beaten in 
England to ſuch a purpoſe, whereupon they returned 
backe againero their Gencralls, for feare of Count 
Menſjeilds comming vpon them, and ſurprizing 
them vnawatrres. 

Whilſt Count Marſfeildthys proceeded, and had 
his affaircscarricd in a ſweet paſlage boar of ſucceſle, 
the Proteſtant Princeg loath ro be behind hand with 
him in corrcſpondency, ſecing the great ayds which 
came in, and the many Forces promiſed, engaged 
themſelucs likewiſe to his afhitance, namely, the 
Marqueſle of Baber, the Duke of /ittenbergh,. the 
Marqueſle of 4en/burch, and tie Lanſsgrauc of Heſs, 

| who 
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who enery one prepared 10000.men for the'Spring, 
and maderender ot thcir ſeruice accordingly, lo thar 
if performances follow, & this faire ſhadow of good 
words hauc hut an equall body of ſabftance, and a- 
uayleable ations, the Summer fields may be filled 
with an Armie of a to0000. men, which though ir 
ſound roo. harſhly in the eares of Souldicrs, who 
know, what 40000.armed men can doe, and ſeeme 
ridiculous to Politicians, who preſently demand af- 
ter the money to pay them : yet is it certaine, thar 
theſe Princes & Lords of Countries have made their 
rongues pronounce the iudgement, as for the con- 
ſent of the hearr, and the many contingents, which 

may happen diſaſtrouſly, theſe are wrapped vp inthe 
cloſer houſe of Heaucn, and being arcana cel. it is 
not for polluted hands:to reach ac them, no more 
then for vsto know, whether Bethlem Gabor will goe 
on, as he hath done, to hold the Emperor play in 
thoſe quarters, which it he doe, then ler equall'men 
iudge ( forail chere is areport, that there are 8000. 
men come out of 7taly to Zeopaldus) whether the 

Emperor can be any way ſo ſtrong, as the Princes, I 

might betrer fay, his Excellency Count Manſfeild. 
For without controuerſic,he is now ſuch a ſpiritraiſd 

that I belecue will hardly be conjured downe againe 

by ſuch forces, as the Emperor can either ſparc, or 

prouide ſo ſoone. But the Summer is the time thar 
Armics goc intothe fields, and fo till that time,we 
will ſuſj 'F all predictions, and anticipations. 

The faſtletters from Yicnxa report diuers things, 
both ofthe Emperors pretended mariage,and ofthe 
Turkes making peace with Poland; but eſpecially, 
concerning 
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concerning the contraQts with the Hungarians, which 
hath ſpent moſt part ofthe Winterin their Treaties, 
and is indeed ſuſpeRted not to have any good ſuc- 
celle, becauſe Bethelem Gabor will not conclude ir 
without the Emperourof Twrkes conlent, ro whom 
heis Tributary ; and the T#rke will not conſent, be- 
cauſe he pretends that the Emperor hath broken 
with him, and ſee vpon his friends in his abſence, or 
not kept promiſe in ſending his Embaſſadorto the 
Sacraporte,as hath bin thecuſtome, and ſotoartend 
him in his warres. Thus infteed of reconciliation, is 
he rather threatned, and forany thing we heare, the 
Prince of _Tra»ſulsanis afteRts the reſtitution of the 
King of Bohemis, and will proſecute his recouery as 
farreas hecan, oris able. But which way ſocuer ic 
chance, Dslce Bellum inexperti, and the warre hath 
not oncly made ſcarres in the face of this pleaſanc 
Comms with wrinckles, which haue 
taken in {o much ſoile, and durt, and ſivear,that Iam 


affrayd the running water of peace will hardly waſh . 


 cleane againe in good time, and it will ſcarce re- 
couer hex priſtinar glory in many yeares. Burt of all 
other things moſt lamentable, the Church of God 
hath ſuffered deuaftation,and the backes and ſides of 
Religion have beene laſhed with cruell fripes, and 
the rormentors hand hath gon ouer them andoucr 
them againe : For /dolatry hath made the walls of 
thoſe Churches weepe, where God hath beenetrucly 
worſhipped, and notthe name ofan Image heard in 
many yeares. The pulpits have becne trampled in 
with thoſe obſcene feet, whoſe maſters have trod vp 


on the graues of poore deceaſed Chriſtians,and by the 
name 
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name of Hereticks thought them onely worthy to be 


receptacles for their ordure, making their Chappels 
avery Stewes : At honſcs which hae lodged their 
gariſons, haue been filled wich cheir ftrumpers,who 
haue made the hearts of the owners ſad againe, with 
their filthy proſtication, aborginable Maſles, ſongs 
of ribaldry, inueCiues againſt Chriſt and his Goſpel, 
and many other fearcful| impicties of ſaperſtition 
and blaſphemie: yeaall places haue beenerepleni= 
ſhed like the groucs and alrars of the heathen, wich 
mixtures of incenſe and ſacrifice , which I know, 
ſtiack worſe then the ſmell of a dung-hill in the nos» 
ſtrils of our (anRifier, and great God, {o that I make 
no qucſtion, he will one day take his owne cauſe in 
hand, and deliver vs from this vſurpation and intru- 
fion, {o that for this point I end with the Motto, 
Dies dabit, quod dies negat. 
I will notdiſpate neither of the prerogatiue of 
Conquerors, nor condition ofrhceconquered, of the 
richcs of Emperours, nor the power of Princes, of the 
treaſure of Kings, nor rota cv wealth of Aſonarchs 
of the necefſitie of the Souldicrs, who mult cicher 
live vpon their prey, ſalary, or ſpoyle, or the incon- 
ucniencesof a garifon in a Country ouer-watched 
with many diſaſtrous accidents. .But this I am ſure 
of, thatthoſe ſouldiers which Spinola left behind 
him, arenot oncly waſted with many malignaar 
circumſtances, but wearicd and cormented for want 
of pay and entertainment: Inſomuch that Don Gon- 
fales deCordira the Spaniſh Generall laid a new impo= 
ſitioh vpon that part ofthe Palatimate vnd-r hisiurife 
dition ofa 100000 dollers, which amounterh to 
B 20000 
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20000. lib, ſterling, whereabont the people were mi- 
ſerably handled; For althongh thigy pleaded the de- 
uaſtarion of thetr Countrey, and ele many wreſtings 
from:them the bleflings which God had imparted af 
rergreatroie, labour, and endurances- yet nothing 
ſerued rhe turne butpretent money, and the Cap- 
taincs had much adoeto pacific the Souldiers before 
the taxe was gathered, and the impoſition raiſed. 

By thisttme,itis che midſt of February, and there- 
forc iris ttme torell you, what a hard Winter wee 
hauc had, and whar ſtrange ſights wee haue ſecenc. 
The Palatinate hath becne ſubictt to ſuch froſt and 
ſnow, thatrhe Rheze hath becnce frozen 7.0r 8.weeks 
together, and (inccir began tothaw, which was the 
5. of February, we hauec haddrie and cloſe weather, 
yer faire and froſty mornings: then grew ircloſe and 
miſty againe 2.or 3.dayes, afterwards it waxed warm 


but notlong : then'the mornings brought vs ſmall 


raine tiltren oftheclocke, burthe 14. and 15. were 
very wet, by reaſon of which vnccrtainty of weather 
many proiec#s were diſappointed, and diverſe cxcur- 
ſions being made, the Souldiers returned wichour 
effeAing their purpoſes:yet did Generall Yere onerſlip 
no opporrenitie, which etther ferued toannoy the 
enemy, or relicue his friends, hec viſited the ſcon= 
ces and gariſons, & ſupplied rhcir wants as he could, 
he made new ramparts at Hidelburg, leaving therein 
Sir Garret Herbert as IT take it with 2. Companies of 
Engliſh: burthc maine goucrment was vader a dutch 
Colonell;hz fortified Franckendale,and rhe ſconces on 
the paſſages, hee warched Majnhem and lay therein 
himſelfe :he reveirycd all other places, which ſtood

_ in ncedeof his careand dilligence,and/omuch for 
weather, now to qur ſights and apparitions. 

The 5. of this preſent February,abour one of the 
clock, there appeared very: plainly 3. full coloured 
Raine-bowes, one bending from /euth ſontb-eaſt to- 
wzrd the »orth : the other oppoliteto it from ſouth- 
weſt northward, the third was called Irs Yerticalis, 
whoſe Center was the Sunn itſelfe: there were alſo 
3. more dimmer and not ſo well coloured, compal- 
ſingthe Swxxeas it were, but yer of diſtance ſome de- 
grees : The night following were many flaſhings of 
the aire of lightning, and as1it hapneth in ſuch cales 
ſome there were, that ſaw armed men fighting, and 
ſome thar hcard the clasſhings of armour,and ſome, 
that ſayd plainely theſe things were not cuftomary, 
but portended tumultuary convulſions on all fides - | 
I confeſle Iremembred the Starre 1618. and made a 
Catalogue of many accidents , which haye hapned i 
ſince, and although weewere not much amazed at 
theſe rhings,becauſe there wasno preventing ofthat 
which God had appointcd : yer it made vs make this | 
vic, to pray to God to diucrt his indgment from vs, ; 
and continue his mercy towards vs, as for conico- 
ring the worſt, which was warre, blood ,and trouble, 
who could notapprehend as much,without whiſpe- 
ring of propheſies, orcalculating vativities, or af- 
frightingany fearctullman, when all Exrope was in 
Armes, andthe Princes of the carth ſtood galing at 
one anothers Fortunes. 

By thisrime Count Manſfeild had ſent tro Loraine, 
and had likewiſe anſwer from the Duke, which ſome 
will have tothis purpoſe, Thar for his owne part he 
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was willingto'giue way for his paſſage, whether he 
meant to-goe to Artores, or France: Bur the King of 
France would by no means conſent-thereunto, which 
whether ir were pleaſing to his Excellency or no, I 
will not diſpute: this I am ſurc,that it made his own 
Souldiers talke at randame, that he meant to diucrt 
the warre fromthe Palatinate, and cither draw it into 
France, or Flanders. As for the hope of rendition, he 
would not medle with other Princes deſignes,but in 
amaner he warranted the King of Bohemia a better 
recompence then therendirion of his Countrey, or 
peraduenturethe Crowne of Bohemia it ſelfe + wherez 
upori reciprocall letters haue paſſed betweene them, 
and no doubt there ſhall no entcrprite be {ct on foor, 
bur by direftion of a Counccll of warre from the 
King of Bohemia, and the Prince of Orenge, and ſo 
Y running to one another with ſfivect conuciance, 
| | Count Masſfeild ſhall be (as it were) the Ceſtcrne to 
| entcrtaine the water comming from theſe Springs: 
For although the King of Bohemia lieth now quiet at 
the Hage, yet no queſtion is his ſpirit working in 0- 
ther places, and rime will perfe char, which we now 
imagine isan pn Chaos of conſafion, and fo 
much forthe bulines as it hangeth in ſuſpence, and 
cannot yet make euen the skoales of milchiefe and 
 miſfortune, as we prophanely abuſe that rearmc,and 

Charater. 
I vnderſtand by many meſſengers, that your Co- 
r.ntosin Enzland are {0 tranflated, and obſcquiousto 
| the Dutch Coppies, that they neuer mention any 
| exployrof the Engliſh, nor vonchſate to attribute 
| the glory of any enterpriſe vntothem, as forgetting 
Caprtaine 
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Captaine Boroghs, at the fiege of Franckendale, and 
diuers valiant Getilmen in othcr places, nay, they 
ſcarce mention Gezerall Yere himſelfe,who is worthy 
of all memory, for his conſtant refolution, and noble 
courage in theſe wants & endurances : For although 
ſome Pollicicians have ginen it oat, that Spinols 
might as well hauerunall ouerthe Countrey, as doe 
that he did, yea, taken Heidelberg it (elfe, 1f he had 


kept his Armie together, and therefore that which 


was left vndon, muſt be impured to his.commiſera- 
rion,or peraducnture,dircttiss from higher powers: 
yet will not I glue way to ſuch opinion, but anſivere 
plainly and honeſtly, that by that time the Engliſh 
had fortified the places, and hunted the enemy with 
ſet Baralions, it was not ſocafie to climbe rrenches 
and ramparts, and come oner the heads of Pikes, or 
ſtop the mouthes of Cannons : Witneſle the inter- 
ception of Bavaria himiclife, who ambiriouſly Gwal- 
lowing the whole Palatinate,asa gift ofthe Emperor, 
came forward'a-pace with proud ſteps ro ſtraddle o- 
uer itlike a Coloſſus, and thought at once to inveſt 

himſelfe with her robe and Coronet: bur Go» be 

chanked, it is yet vndone, andifeyera Proucrbe was 

veriacd, we may well ſay by him , 


Multa cadunt inter Calicem, ſupremaq; labra. 


But to my firſt purpoſe, ſceingthe Dutch will te} 
yau no Storics of the Englifh, I will rell you one of 
rhe Dutch. 

Vponthe laſt of 7a»sary, when the Froft-began to 
breake, a certaine Dutch Caprainc, full ofpreſump- 


tuous words, and oſtentous braggs, reſolucd to per- 
forme 
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forme ſomeexploytypon Smcivea Caltle, which ſtood 
incbemidit of woods and waters, and for which Doz 
Goenzalisfirft brake the Truce, the 20. of Auguſt laſt : 
whereupon as well acquainted with the paſſages,and 
all che fecrets of the place, he vndertookethis cnter- 
_ with a 100. men,and came accordingly thicher 

y fourea clocke in the morning, nor 41d he this 
| temerariouſly rothe outward ſhow, but had good 
ſearches and ſcout-maſters before co vnderſtand the 
ſtrength of the place ( beſides his owne knowledge 
of the ſcituation.) the number ofthe Guard, and the 
orderofthe Sentinells, with all other chings appcr- 
taining oa ſurpriſe. But ſee the miſtortune ! as ſoone 
as cuer the Sentinell had diſcharged his Muſker, he 
quickly feil from his reſolution, asa man diſtraed, 
and very baſely cryed out, We are diſcoucred, 4 
retreat,a retreat and when the Souldiers anſwered a- 
gaine, there was yer no danger, norcould be any in 
the proſecution, he rode in amongſtthem, and bear 
them backe moſt cowardly,as if 10000.cnemies had 
come toward them : yet forall this, when ke and his 
company had thus runne away, at the ſame time a 
Dntch Licutenang, with leſſe then fftie men, (urpri- 
ſed, and cut off the whole Court of Guard in the 
Sconſe before the Caſtle, rooke many priſoners, and 
made the reſt ſecure themſelucs within the wals,from 
whence they played apace, bur did not hurt aboue 
one man: but by reaſon they wanted their Patarsand 
that the Captaineand his company were goneſo far 
off, they could not enrer the gates, nor {ap the wals, 
bur made abrauc Retreat indeed, and came ſafely to 
their Rendeznons. But the Capraine In ſtead ao ren- 

ring 
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dringan accounttomy Lord Gererall of hisaftions; 
ran away for ſhame, and was no more ſeene-in pub» 
liqueamongthe Souldiers ; yet had the Lientenans 
thankes, and a gratuitie, according to the worthines 
of his deſeruing. | 

T his I thought good to ſer downe as ataſt of ſuch 
birter pils, we are many timesc6ſtrained to ſwallow, 
as either the D#/ch proue vnruly, or out of ſuſpicion 
of ouer-maſtring, caſt vp an vntoward account of 
their owne weaknes: Thus loſt we this opportunitie 
of the laſting froſt, conſidering the place was of im- 
portance, and now muſt be contented : For in open 
weatherthe Caſtle isin a manner impregnable, as 
ſtanding ( as I ſayd) in ſuch a faſtneſſe of wood, and 
watcr. 

Whiles the affaires of the Palatinate cheered our 
hearts with the expeRatis of good deliverance from 
all our troubles,newes came forccrtaine,that the Em 
peror was married,and the Pope had (ent the Empreſſe 
an hallowed roſe of gold, with otherreliques, which 
ſhee recciucd very graciouſly atthe hands of Seignesr 
Peroſþi his Nuntio. ; 4p 

Although the froſt and (now was very great, yet it 
is ſayd, that the Neopolitans,and other Tian ſouldi- 
ers taking advantage of certaine contra, and arti- 
cles betweene the Grizons, and the Spaniſhgarriſons, 
haue adventured through the paſſages, and with the 
loſſe.of 800.men by the aſperity of wether, preſented 
a body of 800.to Leopaldes, who thereupon attemp- 
red both to recouer E/ſas Saerer, and his Countrey, 
which were ſpayled a new for breach of their faithes 
Count Manſjeild, and to ſend adefiance to his Excel- 
lencie, 
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lexcie, who for all thereport of the Catholicke great- 
nefſe, ſmiled atthe bravado,as reſoluing ypon other 
mancr of buſines, then fighting ofa batrle in a cona- 
try wherenothing wasto. be gotten. 

About the 15. of February, a greatfirc hapned ar 
Landenburgh, as you goe to Heidelburgh, which not 
onely burnt down the two great gates,but conſumed 
many roomesand chambers, yea diners fouldicrs, 
that had the watch of the Tower, and guard of the 
place : yet wasthe miſcheife imputed ro the watch, 
and the Country much affrighred came into com- 
plaine to the Gouernour of the offenders. 

Reportis ſtill buſie amongſt vs, and to comfort vs 
j in our wants and diſtreſſe in the Palatinate, aſſureth 

that all the Countries round about, namely Spires, 

Elſos, Straſburgh, and all the biſhopricks in general, 

| are readyto ſtarue, and haue nor ſufficient viands for 

i 4 their owne inhabirants, whereupon Count Manſfield 

i hath wricten to the Duke of (Vittenbergh, for patlage 

| _ through his country, ſo that itis I eicher 

| i, for Bavaria or Yienwa,vnles he play the lap 

wing,who commonly flieth furthcſt from her neſt, & 

ſo may he gige noriccof one thing, aud yer pretend 
another. 

Much abourtthis time his Excellency Count Mar/- 
fieldvnderftanding that the Bavarian Regiment was 
vnderthe.command of Afontazene, and lay quartred 
\ vpon the zeckay in the amp? moſbegs, ſenttotherown 

of Hagenaw for anew compolition,& ſo had $0000. 
Florens by way of a taxe or new leauic: thus doth he 
both increaſe and inrich himſclfe, yer is not his de- 


armie, 


tcrminarion knowne, what he will do with his grear. , 


armie, more then that ( as they ſay ) he writletters of 
comfort to Heidelbarg,and Generall Y ere at M ainhers, 
whoſe horle went outthe ſame day vpon an cxpedi- 
rion,end rooke many wagons loaden with prouifi- 
on, anddiuers priſoners, who were ranſomed after 
the maners of ſoldicrs: they went outto releine Low- 
denbergg and othcr townes in the enemies poſleſks, 
for they were ſubie@ to hunger and cold, and there 
periſhed of the inhabitants yery neere 600. 

After Grase Hendrick Y an being with the garriſons 
of Gulick, had paſled the Rhene, as was ſuppoſed, to 
ioyne with the Bevarians and Spaniards that were 
comming into Hft: the Duke Chriſtian of Branſ- 
wick, ſtored P ater borne and many townes with foul- 
diers, and reſolued toencounter them,which way fo 
eager they came or went, butas they had done once 
before, lome occaſion deuided them all, for they ne- 
uer met;but forany thing I heare, they were glad of 
good{helter in this cold and vnſeaſonable weather. 

There arc other things, of which I could write, 
but I am ſure you dare not publiſh : For ſuch is che 
natureof ramor, that a little truth begetteth many 


_ abſurdities, like a Ball of ſnow, which by often row- 


ling groweth bigger and bigger ; and therefore 1 de- 
filtarthisti nies occaſion preſent betrer mat- 
ter vnto me, which, I am ſure,is now in the wombe, 
and longeth for a birth and faire deliverance. The 
ſamme of all is, that God ( as he hath done) will 
maintaine the cauſe of his Church; and Religion 
( as ſhe hath done ) will ſhew ker owne ſplendor, in 
deſpighrofclouds and oppoſition, like the Sunne, 
that may be a while obſcured, bur at laſt openeth the 

C vapours, 
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vapours, and commeth like a Bride out of her cham. 
ber. As for man, t| there is noquarrell ſo iufti- 
fable as the defenceofthe Goſpel, and propagation 
of the ſame, if yet there be mixtures of priate re- 
wenge, enuic, ambition,defire of renowne,coucrou(- 
and that which we call heroike vallour inthe 
ampliarionofxerritoriegit will taint the good cauſe, 
like dead flice in boxes of ointments, and God will 
hauc no ſach mixtures, as collaterall corruption to 
be ſhadowed vnder the defence of his Truth : theres 
fore I make no queſtion of a recovery in the Palati- 
ate, becauſe I fee _ fo many good ſoules 
anddi({poſtions both grieucd atthe ceſſacionof the 
publique Miniftry in many , and vexed agai 
acthe 1mpicrtc of Papiſticall Prieſs, who dare 
the ofthe Altarof Damaſcus into the temple 
of God. And as for their obieRion, that maintaine, 
thatthe Souldiers of Count Mear/feilds Armies, and 


' thereſt ofthe Princes, which prerend the defence of 


ctheKingof Borrmra's caulc, are eicher moſt 
ofthem Papiſts, or of no Religion : and yer forrage, 
and ſpoyle the Countries of Catholick Bi and 
ſuck Lords, as know noother but the obedience of 
the Po acy. I anſwer plainly and honeſt 
ly : What of that 2 God will bring his ethis 
way about : Though Nabwehadnezzar be an h 
crite, yet for the time ſhall-his Idoll be trampled to 
duft, and be no more worſhipped: T Cyrus 
be a Heathen, yet God calleth him his Teruant, and 
he ſhall ſend the peopleto re-edific 1er»/alem andthe 
veſſels of Gold backe againe to adornethe Temple : 
And though Papifts maincaige their abſurd opini- 
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Caftro, as future Vize-Roy, is 
his Gallics to Gaeta, to be admitted 
©in, and that the ſaid Country hath derermined 
todisburſe r2000. crownes, tobe imployed for the cnter- 
taining of him as a weicome thicher: bur he would not per« 
.mit thers to doe it, neither would receiue the Preſents thar 
they ef Palermo preſented vnto him, nor once ſuffer the 
common people to be burthened with any expences. 

The Vize-Roy of Naples, by reaſon of the vprore made 
there becauſe of the great dearth, is yer inche Caſtle of 
Saint Ermo, and hath cometo aparly with the people,and 
in the mcane timehath ſent a Poſt into Spaine , to certific 
the King of the want of Corne , and the diſorder touching 
che monics, and batHifurthertaken order, that cuery Citt- 
zen ſhall have fiue Joaues of bread dealt out to them cucry 
day,and eucry ſtranger but onc loafe a day. 

The Popes hath ſent our Commiſſion, that all the ſpiri- 
tuall perſons thar had promiſed to giue the tenth peny of 
their reuenewes vnto Pope Faw! the fifth , for the feruice of 
che Catholike league in Germany , ſhould preſently dif- 
burſe and pay the one halfe thereof. 

Prom Turnio it is written, that the Duke of Sauoy hath 
given his Horſemen two moneths pay,and cauſcrh the Ga- 
riſon in Aﬀt to be renforced on Sarerday in Saint Amb-mvo. 
The new Gally called Torre 4; Azr, was lanched, to be rig« 
gedand armed, andfo fo be ſent vato the Armado, and 
Andre Ferlerichs Captaine of the Vſtochen, was ſcene in the

the Hugonites , and Mouſicur de Le/digjzorerwith his men 
are ready.to march. | 

The newes is, thatvpon the 17. day old and 27. new flile 
of Ianuary, inthe morning about 8. cf rhe clock, the noble 
Piince Eruft a Prince of the Empire, Earle of Holſtein, 
Schaumburg, and Sterburg, Barron ot Geſhmen,&c. to 
the great gricfe and forrow of his wife, .Statholder, Chan-

Red vpon them. The poere Peſants in great numbers, for 
wantofvituals,.dic ouery day. The. Subicds and Peſants 
gocalway to ſowe and till the land, andin the meane time 
they are robbed of all they haue. The labouring men and 
ſcruangs are gone, and dic for want of worke- and maintai- 
nance,there is no ground plowed nor ſowed,and therefor 
thoreis no hopept bettering,, but rather a great dearth.
